The council on Thursday after- 
noon received word from the PWA ap- 
proving the recommendation and, ac- 
cordingly, the contract was awarded on 
Friday morning.

| Correct Lighting | 
—— “ 


Now that days are shorter and home 
evenings longer, the housewife is con- 
cerned with the quantity and quality of 
electric light available in her rooms. 
She knows that this affects the family 
purse, the efficiency of her household, 
their dispositions and the cheerfulness 
of the home atmosphere. Poor light- 
ing is hard on the eyes and makes for 
nervousness and _ irritablity. 

Wasteful practices in the use of 
electric current are: too many lights, 
lights when they are not needed, the 
use of poor bulbs and lamps which con- 
sume current but do not furnish the 
light they should, lamp shades which 
are closed at the top or which do not 
flare sufficiently at the base and so 
do not throw ino the room the light 
they give off, and dark colored shades 
which absorb light, as black, brown, 
red or blue. 

The ideal lighting is ample, soft, well 
diffused, indirect, and as much like 
daylight as possible. Blue “daylight” 
bulbs are good, but must be stronger 
than clear bulbs since the blue absorbs 
some of the light. Yellow is the best 


color for the lampshade as it resembles | 


sunshine. The frosted bulb, opaque 
mantel, inverted bowl or cove or hid- 
den light eliminate the harmful glare 
and help to distribute the light. 

The living room demands two kinds 
of light: the general light in the ceil- 
ing or side walls to illuminate the 
whole room and the floor or table 
lamp beside each reading or work cen-

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Leftovers 


A mixed baking is ideal for using 
left-overs on the day after company. 
Into a baking dish, place cubes of cold 
meat, with such vegetables as you may 
have, as potatoes, carrots, celery, tur- 
nip and onion. Those which require 
long cooking should be partially cook- 
ed. Sprinkle this mixture wih flour, 
salt, pepper, and seasoning. Cover with 
a mixture of hot water and left-over 
gravy, or a bouillon cube; put a tight 
cover on the baking dish and bake for 
an hour. 

When the dish has been baked about 
forty minutes, the cover may be re- 
moved, a biscuit dough spread over the 
top, and baked unttil the dough is 
done, about twenty minutes, thus mak- 
ing a meat pie. 

A shepherd’s pie may be made by 
taking off the cover at the end of an 
hour, spreading a layer of fluffy 
mashed potato over the top, and re- 
turning to the oven until the potato is 
delicately browned. Cooked rice may 
be substituted for the mashed potato. 

Another use for left-overs is to make 
a milk gravy of them and serve them 
on toast, a la king; or in patty shells. 
To add an egg to the gravy makes it 
richer in color, taste, and nutrition. 

Still other uses are in the well- 
known hash or Irish stew. For a hash, 
the meat is chopped, added to potato 
and fried. Vegtables and gravy may 
be added to the mixture before frying. 
For the stew, the meat is chopped, 
stewed with the vegetables about fif- 
teen minutes, when the _ resulting 
gravy is thickened with flour. 


To Clean Felt Hats 


To recondition a felt hat, rub it with 


the finest sand paper, beginning at the | 
top of the crown and following in the: 


same direction until you have gone over 


the entire crown and the upper and; 


under side of the brim. 

To give it a bright finish, go over it 
in the same manner with a small block 
of wood, covered with velvet and coat- 
ed slightly with pareffin. To coat the 
velvet on the block with paraffin, rub 
it over a piece of paraffin. The heat- 
ed velvet will collect just enough par- 
affin to poiish the felt. Coat the vel- 
vet with paraffin several times if nec- 
essary. 


Pressing Trousers 
It frequently falls to the lot of a 
woman of the household to press the 
trousers for husband of brother. Iron 
first the pockets and waistband, then 
the body of the garment. When ‘his 
is done, fold each trouser leg with the 
inner and outer seams together. to 
make the creases come in the correct 
place.

Enrollees from 92 CCC camps were 
available for immediate call through- 
out the fire season. Radios were listed 


as playing an important role in fire! 


suppression as was also the use of 
several contracted airplanes employed 
in scouting burning fires. Trail-build- 
er-tractors, water pumps and other 
equipment were employed to advant- 
age at many fires this season. High 
speed transportation, made possible by 
more extensive road systems than have 
been available in the past, accounted 
for the corraling of many small fires 


before they had gained large propor- |! 


tions. 
The effectiveness of these factors in 
the preservation of the forests was 


brought out by Regional Forester Show , 


in his comparisons of this year’s fire 
statistics with figures for the same 
period last year. The 1937 record shows 
a reduction of 14 per cent in the num- 
ber of fires and a decline of 80 per 
cent in the acreage burned, to date. 
These figures were attained by a de- 
crease of 48 per cent in this year’s cost 
of fire fighting. The saving of many 
thousand acres from destruction by 
fire will ultimately amount to an in- 


crease in natural resources such as 
water supply. which is regulated by 
forest cover; animal and bird life; 


recreational facilities; timber products» 


and grazing lands, Show said. 

With the forest fire season not yet 
ended in all national 
California foresters continue to cau- 


tion motorists and outdoor recreation- | 


ists to use care with campfire and 
cigarette at all times of the year. De- 
spite fall rains, eight forest fires re- 
cently broke out in the Sierra Nation- 
al Forest. Three man-caused firest 
fires were fought at the same time in 
the Angeles, Claveland and San Ber- 
hnardino ational Forests.

Leading 
among the 24 foreign countries con- 
ducting seal sales this year are France, 
Italy, England, Japan, Belgium, Nor- 
way, Sweden and Denmark. The U. S. 
has the largest sale of any country, 
however, nearly half a billion Christ- 
mas Seals being sold here in 1936.”
